On 
one Hide of the bridge is a large slab 
bearing the legend stating the above 
facts together with the date of its 
foundation and completion — with one 
exception. The name of the man 
who had tried his best to sever the 
Union was not tit any longer to bo 
mentioned by a true American citizen, 
and it was forever effaced from tho 
stone, leaving a blank that speaks 
volumes to an intelligent passer-by. 
It was done by Order of Secretary 
Stanton, as loyal and true a patriot as 
over breathed. A single look at tho 
arch pr ov ed all that had been claimed 
for it; it was a stupendous structure 
(a big word to express a big thing,) 
and the only wonder is that the orig 
inntor had not applied his genius to 
a better cause, in a later day. 

Mrs. Chiekering took advantage of 
the short time at our disposal to draw 
a hasty sketch of the famous bridges 
putting the finishing touches to it 
while on board the boat, The sketch, 
though done in a hurry, presented a 
wonderful likeness to the object which 
\vc had just seen and admired. 

After having satisfied our thirst at 
S bubbling spring, wo returned and 
resumed the journey, which proved 
longer than was expected. During 
midday, dinner, or rather lunch, was 
served* to us, making a most welcome 
addition to the day's programme. 
But all things must come to an end

at, the Groat Falls for the first time 
in our lives, and, in looking at the 
magnificent scenery about tho dabb- 
ing, turbulent waters, we forgot all 
the discomforts of our travel and felt 
well repaid for all our trouble and 
toil in coming thither. 

For mo to attempt to describe tho 
wild, picturesque beauty of the Falls 
would be a task beyond say powers; 
it, beggars all description. Like all 
things of beauty, it must be seen to 
be appreciated. Some of the young 
ladies, not content with a distant 
glimpse of the object of our visit, wore 
adventurous enough to venture among 
the rocks; but there were willing and 
ready bands to guard them against a 
misstep or any other accident 

Having gased to our heart's content 
wo returned to the boat Tho home 
ward journey was made inoro quickly 
than in going up, owing to tho swift 
current that bore our craft onward.

graduates of the college will readily 
understand what this favorite amuse- 
ment of tho students means. 

Fatigued, but withal well pleased 
with she day's pleasures, we arrived 
home at a late hour of tho night 
There were some of uh who enjoyed 
the picnic a great deal better than wo 
thought we would, and brought tales 
of flic wonders we had seen, and made 
those who stayed at home wish they 
had gone with tho morry party of 
picnic! 

Decoration Day proved a disastrous 
day to th liege, us will be perceiv- 
ed from the death by drowning of a 
fellow student, and the narrow escape 
of another from the same fate. About 
seven or eight of the students went 
on an excursion to Norfolk, Vft. They 
loft on Wednesday evening and arriv- 
ed at their destination the following 
morning.

to hang out its headlight. Fortress 
Monroe was visited on the way. In 
coming back rather a funny incident 
occurred to enliven the passage. A 
certain I'rcp., suddenly catching sight 
of a huge fish like form idly floating 
on the surface of the water, cried out 
"Look, there is a whale." He was 
greeted with a shout of laughter from 
his companions, and, quick to perceive 
his blunder, he ntamm«ro,l out: "No; 
it is a por porcupine. Of course this 
second word only made matters worse, 
and the "grconun" gave up in des 

Kiir his attempt to snoll "porpoise, 
is fellow Students Showed him no 
during the rest of th© passage, 
continually asking him such questions 

as, "What do you know about a por 
onpinef" or, "is it an amphibious ani- 
mal '" 

Throughout the whole trip there 
was a marked contrast between the 
behavior of the studente and that of 
the rest of the passengers in regard 
to the value they set upon their lives. 
As soon as the boat left the whurf 
there was a general rush for life pre 

S, and nearly every passenger 
carried one around his body while on 
the steamer ; but the students, most 
of whom are export swimmers, sxhib 
i ted no such concern for themselves, 
and enjoyed the excursion as much 
as did their more cautious fellow pas- 
sengers. During the night psssage 
a sudden squall struck tho vessel, 
causing some dismay and terror on 
board. Some of the young ladios be- 
came seasick. What must have been 
the wondor and envy of tho terrifiod 



passengers, when they saw that in the 
midst of all this tumult and noise, the 
deaf mutes were sleeping on as peace 
fully and quietly as though they were 
lying on bids of down at homo. On 
the whole tho excursion was a very 
enjoyable affair, and the students had 
a "high, jolly time," as thoy express it 

On tho same day another student, 
named Charles £. Stewart of Balti- 
more, was out on the Potomac River, 
in a canoo. Tho frail boat was cap- 
sized by the squall, and, after strug- 
gling for a few moments in the water, 
he caught hold of tho end of his ca- 
noo. Drawing his body up, ho seated 
himself astride the bout and paddled 
his way to the shore. After turning 
the light vessel on its bock and empty- 
ing out the water, Mr. Stewart looked 
around him and saw an upturned skiff, 
with its late occupants clinging to it in 
desperation. Regardless of his own 
safety, and unmindful of the fate 
from which ho had barely escaped, he 
steered in the direction of the drown- 
ing men. ThoBO were two young men, 
one sitting on the back of the boat 
and the other in the water, almost 
ready to let go his hold, from utter 
exhaustion. A few minutes longer 
and Mr. Stewart would no doubt have 
been too late to save one of them. As 
it was, the man in the water clutched 
one end of tho canoe, thus enabling 
him to keep his head above water. 
Then Mr. Stewart paddled his way 
slowly and carefully to tho shore, but 
before he had gone far, ho was met 
by a police barge, which took the two 
men on board. It was learned that 
the party originally consisted of throe 
men, but that the third one hud lost 
his presence of mind at the moment 
of capsizing and was drowned. 

A Senior riding in a oar the other 
day met with considerable annoyance 
from an old toper who persisted, in 
rather a demonstrative way, to argue 
about something, in spite of his re 
pasted avowals of deafness.

Tho Truant officers of this city have 
lately taken a census of the number 
of deaf mutes residing in tho city be 
t ween the ages of eight and twenty 
five, and report a great increase over 
last year. The reason they took the 
census was to give them a suitable ed- 
ucation at the State's expense. As 
Pall River is in the State of Massa- 
chusetts the probability of their all 
going to Northampton is groat ; but 
I think that with a little arguing their 
parents will Bend them to Hartford, 
where the officers of tho asylum real- 
ize that is necessary for the children's 
future welfare and prosperity to have 
a full knowledge of signs, as, being 
deprived of the power of speech, the 
only ploasure that they will bo liable 
to enjoy will be derived from talking 
in the silent language. 

Samuel Wilkinson is still living 
bore. He is the oldest deaf mute in 
the city. By trade he is a cabinet 
maker, and he is a fair specimen of a 
Hartford educated deaf-mute. Com- 
pare him with a Northampton edurttt- 
kI deaf-mute and it will appear as if 
the Northampton deaf-mute did not 
know his A. B. C's. Then, there is 
Miss Mary E. Wilbur, who is a deaf 
mute residing in Little Compton, R, 
I., but who works for Hendrick's Har 
ness and Heed Loom Company, and 
boards with Samuel. She is a speci- 
men of no little (Uiaf-nmte capacity in 
intelligence. They arc both well and 
getting along finely, but, owing to the 
great Chase and Hathawaydefalcation, 
business is at present awfully dull, and 
she thinks of going home to spend 
her annual summer vacation near the 
seaside, as it is very warm here during 
the summer season. 

Little Compton is a splendid place 
for a summer resort, and deaf-mute 
gentlemen would do well to go there 
to spend their vacation, if they have 
any to spend, for, in addition to hav- 
ing a nice, cool place thoy will have a 
nice and agreeable young lady for a 
companion, and one who is single, 
but who won't l>e long if one will only 
take tho trouble to introduce himself. 
One of your correspondents, who 
wrote "Lowell Notes," mentions that 
city as the City of Spindles. I say 
Fall River claims that title, as she has 
more spindles in her several mills than 
Lowell has. Two of our deaf-mute 
residents. Mr. and Mrs. John Irwin, 
lately went to Maine to live. It is a 
groat 1ob8 for us, as, during tho great- 
er portion of the time, seven deaf- 
mutes are at school (idl at Hartford) 
and the loss of two more only leaves 
about ten, and in all, when they re 
turn from school, there are about sev- 
enteen.
